Greenhouse marijuana plans return before board

BELCHERTOWN - A canna- 
bis growing business with four 
greenhouses and 30,000 square 
feet under cultivation is planned 


for the end of Munsell Road. 

Two partners in Pioneer Valley 
Farms, Richard Barry and Nico 
Siniscalchi, appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen Monday 
seeking a path towards reaching 
a community host agreement with 


the town. Board members asked 
that the company seek guidance 
from the Fire Department about 
what it would require at the loca- 
tion, and hold a community out- 
reach event before the host agree- 
ment would be issued. The busi- 


ness would also have to receive 


site plan approval and a special 


permit from the Planning Board, 


as well as the approval of the state 


Cannabis Control Commission 
before beginning operation. 


In a draft community host 


agreement, the business agrees 
to pay the town a community 
impact fee of three percent of its 
gross revenue per year, which

Answers sought from 
officials over school 
reconfiguration

GRANBY -— Tensions have 
been high in recent weeks 
between residents and school 
officials concerning the possi- 
bility of sixth grade 
students at East 
Meadow School 
making a forced 
move next door to 
the Granby Jr. Sr. 
High School. 

Issues regarding 
over enrollment, 
attributed to the 
addition of more 
pre-k students at 
East Meadow and 
to a greater number 
of school choice students than 
originally planned for when 
the school was constructed in 
2018, have lead school leaders 
to examine the possibility of a 
reconfiguration of grades. With 
a formal vote by the school com- 
mittee tentatively slated to take 
place this week on Feb. 26, par- 
ents of students at the elemen- 


tary school have turned to town 
officials for possible answers 
about how this situation came 
about.

ZBA denies gun clubs appeal of cease-and-desist order

GRANBY - The Granby 
Zoning Board of Appeals voted 
unanimously to deny the Granby 
Bow and Gun Club Inc.’s appeal 
of a cease-and-desist order con- 
cerning violations of zoning 
bylaws at the club’s 85 Chicopee 
St. property. A public hearing on 
the matter was held on Feb. 12 
with the board issuing a formal 


vote last week. 

No additional testimony or 
evidence was introduced last 
week as the public hearing was 
already closed. Members of the 
board held a detailed discussion 
of their decision, ultimately citing 
a substantial expansion at the site 
which violated zoning bylaws as 
the basis of their decision. 

Previously, the board heard tes- 
timony from attorneys, represen- 
tatives of the club, and abutters

regarding the gun club’s property. 
The Bow and Gun Club was seek- 
ing to appeal a cease and desist 
order considering violations of 
zoning bylaws concerning sub- 
stantial expansion of a 500-yard 
shooting range. 

Members of the board stated 
they did not feel that the gun club 
had supplied enough informa- 
tion or evidence to overturn the 
decision clearly. The board noted 
that the town’s building inspec-

tor was very thorough in what he 
described and had conducted sev- 
eral site visits. 

As per Granby zoning bylaws, 
any substantial change or alter- 
ation requires a special permit 
or site plan approval. The board 
unanimously agreed that there 
was, in fact, a substantial change 
to the property so therefore the 
cease-and-desist order should 
be upheld until the gun club can 
apply for the proper permits and

get approval. 

According to a legal defense 
page set up on the club’s web- 
Site, a cease and desist order was 
issued in August of 2017 for use 
of the club’s 1,000 yard and cov- 
ered shooting lines. The club 
has filed suit against the Granby 
Zoning Board of Appeals in 
Boston’s Land court. Residents 
and abutters have complained 
about the facility, citing safety 
and noise concerns.

Siniscalchi said could add $1.6 mil- 
lion to $3.2 million to the town’s 
coffers each year. “This facility will 
produce $80 - $100 million worth 
of cannabis per year,’ said Barry, a 
Belchertown resident. 

The business plans to build four 
10,000 square foot greenhouses on 
about 25 acres. Each greenhouse 
will have 7,500 feet of cultivation 
area with the remaining area used 
for drying, packaging and employ- 
ee facilities, Barry said. There will 
be no movement allowed between 
greenhouses, he said, to prevent cross 
contamination. The business would 
employ about 20 people when it is up

and running. 

Responding to concerns expressed 
by Board of Selectmen member Gail 
Gramarossa about odor, water usage 
and waste, Siniscalchi said the green- 
houses are designed specifically for 
growing marijuana and will have odor 
control systems and will use rainwater 
and recycled water for the plants. “It’s 
a tight ship,” he said. “If it was a field 
of tomatoes, it would use twice as 
much” water, said Siniscalchi. 

Barry said odor should not be an 
issue because there are no nearby 
neighbors. “We’re in the middle of 
nowhere,” he said. Security arrange- 
ments have been discussed with and 
approved by Police Chief Christopher 
Pronovost, said Barry.

Barry and Siniscalchi first 
approached the board with their plans 
for the location at an initial meeting 
held last month. 

Once a community host agreement 
is reached, Barry said, the company 
will file for a special permit with the 
Planning Board.

The application to the state CCC 
can only be submitted when the 
town’s process is complete.

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BOSTON — On Thursday, 
Feb. 13, the Massachusetts Senate 
unanimously passed the Mental 
Health ABC Act, comprehensive 
legislation aimed at reforming 
the mental health care system in 
Massachusetts. Senate Bill 2519, 
An Act Addressing Barriers to 
Care for Mental Health, serves as 
the first step toward developing a 
more integrated system of mental 
health care delivery to better meet 
the needs of individuals and fam- 
ilies. 

Notably, the bill included an 
amendment filed by Senator Joan 
B. Lovely, which was co-spon- 
sored by Senator Eric P. Lesser 
that ensures young people under 
the age of 22 who are in need of 
emergency psychiatric treatment 
receive it appropriately and expe- 
ditiously. The amendment was 
adopted unanimously by a roll call 
vote of the Senate. 

Massachusetts residents have 


historically experienced difficulty 
accessing mental health services 
due to health inequities and per- 
sistent barriers to care—leaving 
many without the treatment they 
need and deserve. According to 
a 2018 report by the Blue Cross 
Blue Shield Foundation of 
Massachusetts, over half of a rep- 
resentative sample of fully insured 
adults who sought mental health 
care services reported difficulty 
finding services. 

The Mental Health ABC Act 
seeks to increase access by remov- 
ing barriers to timely quality care, 
providing the state with more 
effective tools to enforce exist- 
ing mental health parity laws, and 
investing in the mental and behav- 
ioral health workforce pipeline. 
The legislation builds on prog- 
ress made through state mental 
health parity laws passed in 2000 
and 2008, and the Paul Wellstone 
and Pete Domenici Mental Health 


Parity and Addiction Equity Act of 
2008 at the federal level. 

“As the son of a clinical social 
worker, the brother of a clinical 
psychologist, and a father to young 
children, I come at this from a per- 
sonal perspective,” said Senator 
Eric P. Lesser. “We have too many 
families that are not getting access 
to treatment. People often have 
to travel too far or wait too long 
to get help. We have kids sitting 
in emergency rooms because of a 
system that is not delivering for 
them. We would never tolerate that 
for a heart attack or a broken leg. 
The passage of this bill is about 
changing that. It’s time for pari- 
ty between physical and mental 
health care.” 

”’The response to this bill has 
been overwhelming, and rein- 
forces our assertion that men- 
tal health care needs to be for 
everyone in Massachusetts,” said 
Senate President Karen E. Spilka. 


“I would like to thank everyone 
involved in this effort, especially 
Senator Julian Cyr, Senator Cindy 
Friedman, and Senator Michael 
Rodrigues—as well as the count- 
less advocates, activists and resi- 
dents who have fought for better 
access to quality mental health 
care. We still have a ways to go 
to end the stigma and achieve true 
parity, but if any state can do it, I 
know that Massachusetts can. I’m 
excited to see us move forward.” 
The Mental Health ABC Act 
is driven by the recognition that 
mental health is just as important 
as physical health for every resi- 
dent of the Commonwealth—and 
reflects the Senate’s overall goal of 
improving access to mental health 
care for all. The Senate has pri- 
oritized efforts in the 2019-2020 
legislative session to improve the 
delivery of mental health services 
in the Commonwealth in the fol- 
lowing ways: appropriating record 


Mass. Senate passes Mental Health ABC Act 


funding levels for mental health 
services in the FY20 budget; 
creating and funding a $10 mil- 
lion Behavioral Health Outreach, 
Access and Support Trust Fund; 
ensuring that health insurer’s pro- 
vider network directories are accu- 
rate and up-to-date by eliminating 
so-called ‘ghost networks’; and 
protecting clinicians from unrea- 
sonable retroactive claims denials, 
or ‘clawbacks’ of payments for 
services, from insurance providers. 

Despite these achievements, 
there is a lot more to do. The 
Mental Health ABC Act builds on 
the Senate’s efforts to improve the 
Commonwealth’s mental health 
care system by addressing issues 
related to mental health parity, 
workforce needs, and access to 
care. 

The Mental Health ABC 
Act now moves to the House of 
Representatives for consideration.

The Quabbin enters the digital age

BELCHERTOWN -— It’s 
no small secret that the tale of 
the Quabbin Reservoir and the 
lost towns of Dana, Greenwich, 
Prescott and Enfield that once 
inhabited the lands beneath the 
water’s surface draw droves of 
curious visitors to its shores year 
after year. 

While the early spring warm 
spell over the weekend drew 
many to the outdoors around 
the water resource, inside the 
Quabbin Visitor Center a packed 
room of history buffs enjoyed a 
chance to view a collection of 
photos detailing life in the Swift 
River Valley prior to 1938 and 
during construction of the reser- 
Voir. 

The “Quabbin Enters the 
Digital Age” program, a free- 
to-the-public event hosted on 
Sunday, Feb. 23, continued the 
visitor center’s trend of successes 
seen as part of this year’s round of 
Winter Program Series lectures. 
The series of educational talks, 
featuring guest speakers, histo- 
rians and artists, is hosted annu- 
ally through the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation and, 
on many weekends, attracts full 
attendance for those hoping to 
join in and take part. 

This past weekend’s show- 
ing drew out a particularly high 
number of visitors looking for 
a chance to hear more about the 
DCR’s efforts to digitize historic 
photos of the Quabbin. Leading 
the discussion with a slide show 
presentation of just a few of 
the photos that day was DCR 


Archivist Sean Fisher along with 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority Project Intern Katy 
Purington, who worked on the 
metadata that is used in part of the 
photo collection. 

As part of the Quabbin 
Reservoir Construction Project, 
thousands of photographs were 
taken of the properties purchased 
and removed by the Metropolitan 
District Water Supply 
Commission. This included 
images from the towns of Dana, 
Prescott, Enfield and Greenwich, 
or the four lost towns, which were 
disincorporated leading up to the 
construction of the reservoir. 

Photos showcased by Fisher 
and Purington provided a look 
at early century life within the 
four towns, focusing primarily on 
buildings, cemeteries and other 
structures that required documen- 
tation prior to the flooding of the 
valley. 

These photos are a fascinat- 
ing window into the world of the 
Swift River Valley as it existed 
prior to 1938. Thousands of pho- 
tos and other documents have 
been scanned and are now avail- 
able to the public to view through 
the Digital Commonwealth 
project, available online at dig- 
italcommonwealth.org (Type 
“Quabbin” into the search bar and 
results can be adjusted by topic 
from there). 

The trend of photos is set to 
continue next weekend as the 
Winter Series begins its first pro- 
gram of March. 

Nature photographer Dale 
Monette is the featured speak- 
er at the Visitor Center Winter 
Program Series on Sunday, March 


1 entitled “Voyagers, Visitors and 
Home’, which is also the name of 
Monette’s second recently pub- 
lished book. This book focuses 
on birds that visit New England 
just for a stopover during migra- 
tion, birds that spend months 
here, or birds and mammals that 
live here and call New England 
home. 

Since his retirement from the 
Quabbin Visitor Center five years 
ago, Monette has spent countless 
hours photographing the region’s 
wildlife and traveling innumera- 
ble miles in pursuit of his hobby. 
His book is a selection of some 
of the best and most memorable 
images that he has collected. 

A special section on the suc- 
cessful bald eagle introduc- 
tion as a nesting species to 
Massachusetts that took place at 
The Quabbin Reservoir during the 
1980’s by MassWildlife is includ- 
ed in the publication.

A good night's sleep 
is important 


AMHERST - Changes in sleep 
patterns become more common 
as people age. Nearly half of peo- 
ple over 65 have trouble sleeping. 
They may have trouble falling 
asleep, or staying asleep. They 
may wake up to use the bath- 
room in the middle of the night 
and have a hard time returning to 
sleep. Some people have trouble 
waking up in the morning. People 
with mild cognitive impairment, 
a type of mild memory loss com- 
mon in older people, are more 
likely to experience sleep pattern 
changes than other people of the 
same age. These changes in sleep 
patterns can lead to feeling tired 
during the day, mood changes, 
napping, fatigue, changes in cog- 
nitive status, and increased risk 
for falls. In some people, lack of 
sleep can speed up mental chang- 
es. 

A good night’s sleep is import- 
ant for people with MCI as well 
as for people who live with them. 
Changes in sleep, and wakeful- 
ness at night can affect people 
living in the same house. 

Almost a third of family mem- 
bers living with a person with 
MCI report being woken up at 
least once each night by the per- 
son with MCI. This interrupted 
sleep can negatively affect the 
health of the family member and 
cause increased worry, lack of 
sleep, and eventual exhaustion. 
Family caregiver exhaustion is 
a common cause for individuals 
with MCI having to change their 
living circumstances. 

Helping the person with MCI 
improve sleep patterns may 
improve their ability to perform 
daily activities, maximize their 
brain function, and improve their 
overall health, and that of the 
people who live with them. 


Improved sleep also has many 
benefits for family members. 
Working together, the person 
with MCI and their family mem- 
ber may be able to change their 
activities by reducing day time 
napping, increasing overall activi- 
ty, adjusting bed times, and creat- 
ing regular sleep routines, to help 
everyone get a better night’s rest. 
Although these actions may seem 
like common sense, it 1s import- 
ant to have accurate information 
about the person’s sleep in order 
to know if changes in the routine 
are working. 

If you think you, or someone 
you know, may be experiencing 
Mild Cognitive Impairment, the 
best plan is to contact your health 
care provider for an assessment. 
As many as one in five people 
over the age of 65 may have MCI. 

A team of researchers at the 
University of Massachusetts led 
by Dr. Cynthia Jacelon, a regis- 
tered nurse and professor at the 
College of Nursing, are conduct- 
ing a study on sleep patterns of 
individuals with MCI and their 
family members. The research 
team 1s working with people to 
see how the sleep patterns of 
members of the same household 
are related. 

The team wants to know if 
using wrist-worn activity moni- 
tors/step counters that also mea- 
sure activity during sleep, are 
useful for people with MCI and 
their family member to monitor 
and change their sleep patterns 
in order to get a better quality of 
rest.

person. 

The conversion, planned to 
begin this summer, will affect 
most highways with exit num- 
bers in Massachusetts, including 
Interstates 84, 90, 91, 190, 290 
and 395, and the expressway por- 
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tions of state routes such as Route 
2. 

For example, on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, rather 
than running from Exit 1 in West 
Stockbridge to Exit 26 at Logan 
Airport, mileage-based exit num- 
bers will start at 3 and end at 137. 
The former Exits 5 at Route 33 
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39 Federal St., Belchertown 


and 6 at I-291, both in Chicopee, 
will become Exits 49 and 51 
respectively. 

A handful of short expressways 
with closely spaced exits, includ- 
ing Interstates 291 and 391 in the 
Springfield area, will not see their 
numbers change. 

The switch will bring most 
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highways in Massachusetts, one 
of the last states in the country 
to number its exits sequentially, 
into compliance with 2009 federal 
standards. The project is expected 
to cost $2.8 million, statewide, of 
which 90 percent will be paid by 
a federal grant. MassDOT offi- 
cials have said if the exit num- 
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bers are not changed by 2022, 
Massachusetts could have its fed- 
eral highway aid withheld. 
MassDOT also plans to sched- 
ule additional meetings this 
spring and summer. For more 
information about the project, 
visit www.NewMassExits.com.

Martin, referring to the warrant article 
voted and approved at town meeting in 
2015 authorizing construction of the new 
school building. She sought answers from 
the town’s elected officials on why, if the 
town voted to appropriate the necessary 
funds for construction of a “pre-k through 
grade 6” school, that the structures of the 
grades now needed to be altered. 

“T understand that the town can’t tell 
the schools how to run the building. But 
we as a town, and I myself, voted for this 
with the assumption that I was voting for 
a pre-k through [grade] six school,” said 
Goldsmith. 

Martin said that during the construc- 
tion of the building the classrooms at the 
school were designated as being specifi- 
cally for grades pre-k through grade 6, as 
approved in accordance with the warrant. 
“The issue is a building was built to house 
pre-k through six. However, the school 
committee, due to changes in the student 
population and their needs, have changed 
the use of the building,” said Martin. 

Chairman Jay Joyce said that as far 
as the school goes, in relation to the 
Selectmen, that once the school receives 
funding through the board that any deci- 
sions regarding the schools and their 
well-being fell into the hands of the school 
committee. 

“The only thing that the Selectboard has 
to do is that when we get the warrant — the 
Selectboard could modify the amount for 
disapproval of the warrant. That is all that 
we can do,” said Joyce. He added that the 
school committee, by law, is mandated by 
the state as to what the necessary expenses 
and needs of the district should be. 

“Anything else is the ‘wants’,” said 
Joyce. “If you’re asking me if their wants 
outsee their needs, personally I think that 
they do. But as a executive branch of our 
town, once they receive the money, by the 
voters at town meeting, they can change 
their mind.” Joyce went on to voice that 
he believed situations such as this could 
be avoided by mandating that funding for 
the schools be broken up into several bud- 
get warrant articles as opposed to a single 


9 


one to promote transparency as to where 
money was being utilized. 

Goldsmith reiterated her point that when 
voting upon the school’s construction she 
and others were of the opinion that a pre-k 
through grade 6 facility was part of a bind- 
ing agreement as part of the vote. 

“Whether you’re for the sixth grade 
moving or not, you would expect the pre-k 
through six,” said board member Jennifer 
Silva. “However, needs change.” 

“Yes, I think that they did know that 
they would outgrow the building. Most of 
us in town felt that it would be outgrown. 
I don’t think anybody realized it would be 
outgrown that soon,” said Silva. The only 
recourse, according to Silva, should a plan 
be set in motion that voters did not approve 
of, would be to vote in new school commit- 
tee members. 

Goldsmith said that while there had been 
growth in student population, she felt the 
issue at hand was a result of programming 
and that the town couldn’t support what 
was originally voted upon for grade lev- 
els. Joyce suggested that a capacity (436 
students kindergarten through grade 6 and 
20 students in pre-k) and the size of the 
building had been set by the town and the 
Massachusetts School Building Authority 
through collected data provided by the 
school committee. This led to the archi- 
tects utilizing the information to construct 
classrooms for the amounts projected. At 
present, only 413 students currently utilize 
the school. 

Discussion shifted to the prospect of a 
citizen led petition asking for the creation 
and adoption of a bylaw at Town Meeting 
that would prohibit Granby from offering 
school choice in the district. 

Joyce reiterated that either before the 
budget warrant article was approved by 
the board to be brought to town meeting, 
or through an amendment motion on town 
meeting floor, that voters could call for 
multiple warrant articles as a change for 
how funds were approved for use. 

“Once that money is voted on by the 
townspeople, the school committee and the 
schools have 100 percent control. We have 
no control over it,’ said Joyce. “The final 
decision is up to the taxpayers for what 
they want to allow the schools to have.”

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State tournament votes 
looms this week

REGION — It comes down to 
a meeting scheduled for Friday, 
Feb. 28 at 9:45 a.m. to decide 
whether the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association will move forward 
with a proposal to have a state- 
wide postseason tournament, and 
eliminate the sectional tourna- 
ments. 

The vote will take place at 
special meeting of the Board 
of Directors at Assabet Valley 
Regional Technical High School 
beginning at 9:45 a.m. 

The meeting will be held for 
representatives from the 380 
members schools, all of which 
will have a vote on the proposal. 

For Western and Central 
Massachusetts, the statewide 
tournament proposal would cre- 
ate a 32-team state tournament 


with additional teams vying to 
qualify by a .500 record. 

It would eliminate the sectional 
tournaments that currently take 
place in most sports. 

Overall, the proposal has seen 
some resistance from many ath- 
letic directors in Western Mass., 
who believe the statewide pro- 
posal favors the eastern part of 
the state. 

Another contentious issue 1s 
how the teams will be ranked. 
Because of the diversity of 
teams and leagues in Western 
Massachusetts, the region has 
used the Walker system for many 
years. It factors elements like 
wins, wins against other quali- 
fying teams, and strength of 
schedule, applying point values 
to teams in certain leagues. 

The Western Mass. tourna- 
ment, starting next year, and 
then state tournaments, if they 
are voted through for the fall

2021, would be ranked using 
MaxPreps. 

One of many questions brought 
up during various informational 
meetings and discussions about 
the proposal is how exactly 
MaxPreps will rank the teams. 
However the rankings system is 
not made very clear. Coaches and 
athletic directors will be required 
to enter win-loss and result infor- 
mation to the MaxPreps website, 
but the formula to determine 
rankings is “proprietary” and 
is not being disclosed publicly, 
leaving athletic directors with 
questions about whether the sys- 
tem will be fair to teams through- 
out the state. 

Unlike the eastern side of the 
state, many teams in Western 
Mass. are disbursed into leagues 
with teams in multiple divisions.
